June  began  the  Library  as  a  part  of  the  MRC  Re- 
search and  Development  Unit.  Later  in  1963,  the 
Library  had  grown  to  be  a  separate  entity  of  its  own. 
The  Library  collection  now  includes  30,000  volumes 
of  monographs  and  reports,  120  professional  jour- 
nals, films,  videos  and  audios  which  provide  infor- 
mation on  disabilities,  independent  living,  legal 
rights  of  people  with  disabilities,  supported  employ- 
ment, transportation  and  all  other  aspects  of  reha- 
bilitation. This  unique  resource  serves  the  state, 
region  and  nation,  providing  information  and  mate- 
rials to  vocational  rehabilitation  counselors  and  ad- 
ministrators, other  human  service  providers,  family 
and  friends  of  people  with  disabilities,  and  students 
and  teachers  at  local  universities. 

During  her  career  with  the  Commission,  June  was 
bestowed  with  many  appreciation  awards  for  her 
contribution  in  the  rehabilitation  information  field.  In 
1975  she  received  the  Commissioner's  Distin- 
guished Service  Award.  In  1987  she  received  the 
National  Rehabilitation  Association's  Award  and  in 
1992  she  received  an  award  from  Boston  University, 
Sargent  College  in  recognition  of  "significant  contri- 
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bution  to  the  development  ofl  tr)e  j)epa/1ment  of  Re- 
habilitation Counseling."  To  y&Prasnray  ofner  life  in 
September  1993,  June  was  elected  as  first  Trustee 
Emeritus  by  the  Information  Center  for  Individuals 
with  Disabilities  for  her  active  interest  and  dedication 
to  the  Center.  Also,  June  was  a  highly  respected  and 
admired  member  of  the  Boston  Biomedical  Library 
Consortium,  Boston  Group  of  Government  Librari- 
ans, Special  Libraries  Association,  National  Rehabili- 
tation Association,  Board  of  Library  Commissioners, 
Perkins  School  for  the  Blind  and  Access  Center  at 
the  Boston  Public  Library. 

June's  greatest  contribution  in  her  forty  years  of  ser- 
vice was  the  creation  of  the  MRC  Library.  In  honor 
of  her  memory,  Commissioner  Elmer  C.  Bartels 
named  and  dedicated  the  June  C.  Holt  Library 
on  September  16,  1993.  Friends  and  colleagues  of 
June  shared  their  thoughts  on  the  occasion.  The 
bronze  marker  hangs  on  the  wall  of  the  June  C.  Holt 
Library  proudly. 

Since  June,  1993,  Maya  De,  Librarian,  has  taken 
charge  of  the  MRC  Library  in  the  absence  of  the  di- 
rector who  was  ill.  This  meant  switching  to  full-time 
instead  of  part-time  duty  to  run  the  Library  effec- 
tively. Maya  is  the  Acting  Library  Director  and  will 
continue  the  mission  of  the  June  C.  Holt  Library, 
which  is  to  serve  as  a  unique  resource  for  people 
with  disabilities  and  rehabilitation  professionals  in 
and  outside  Massachusetts.

Shapiro,  Joseph  P.  No  Pity:  People  with  Disabilities 
Forging  a  New  Civil  Rights  Movement.  Times  Books, 
1993. 

The  ADA  has  had  a  significant  impact  on  many  people, 
not  only  those  with  disabilities  but  others  also.  However, 
the  ADA  didn't  just  happen  suddenly.  It  is  the  result  of 
many  people's  efforts  over  many  years.  This  book  de- 
scribes the  long  history  of  this  landmark  legislation  in 
terms  of  the  people  who  helped  it  become  law. 

You  will  hear  about  disability  rights  advocate  Judy 
Heumann,  Evan  Kemp,  Jr.  -  one  of  President  Bush's 
closest  advisors  on  disability  issues,  and  many  others 
who  guided  this  civil  rights  bill  from  the  Congressional 
hearings  to  the  actual  signing  by  President  Bush  on  July 
26,  1990. 

The  author  has  written  extensively  on  social  policy  is- 
sues for  U.S.  News  &  World  Report.  This  book  is  well 
researched  and  documented.  Mr.  Shapiro  spent  five 
years  on  it,  thanks  to  a  grant  from  the  Alicia  Patterson 
Foundation.

Insights 
in  Dealing  with  a  Hearing  Loss.  Thomas  H.  Bradford, 
Dallas,  Texas  1991. 

Despite  an  early  hearing  loss  the  author  received 
both  a  B.S.  and  M.B.A.  degree  with  honors  from 
Babson  College,  Wellesley,  Mass.  in  1972. 

There  have  been  countless  books  on  deafness  but 
what  makes  this  different  are  the  insights  by  Mr. 
Bradford.  He  speaks  in  non-medical  terms  giving  the 
reader  a  real  understanding  of  what  deafness  means 
to  him  and  others  he  has  talked  to. 

This  book  is  divided  into  3  sections;  the  first,  mostly 
autobiographical.  The  second  one  is  devoted  entirely 
to  comments  of  parents  and  teachers  in  response  to 
situational  questions  posed  by  the  author.  The  third 
section  contains  observations  of  hearing  impaired 
students  talking  about  their  own  experiences  and 
what  they  would  do  in  hypothetical  situations. 

Mr.  Bradford  is  candid  about  such  things  as  lip  read- 
ing: it  doesn't  work;  the  use  of  sign  language:  very 
effective;  and  hearing  aids:  let  the  child  decide  about 
wearing  it  or  not.  He  speaks  freely  about  embarrass- 
ing situations  he  has  been  in  and  offers  suggestions 
based  on  his  own  experiences  as  a  teacher  of  deaf 
students.  The  author  does  not  present  this  disability 
as  a 'serious  lability  to  any  human  activity.  He  firmly 
believes  that  with  enough  drive,  patience  and  time 
almost  anything  is  possible.

Mid-October  through  mid-December  happens  to  be  one  of 
the  Library's  busiest  times.  Boston  University  and  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  students  visited  the  Library 
regularly  to  do  their  papers  on  rehabilitation  courses. 
MRC  counselors'  literature  search  requests  continued  to 
pour  in  and  some  of  them  were  due  yesterday.  Though 
the  Library  Director  tried  to  meet  all  deadlines,  some  ser- 
vices had  to  be  curtailed.  The  Library  was  closed  on  Fri- 
days. One  good  thing  was  clear  through  this  crisis:  how 
much  this  Library  is  needed  and  valued  by  MRC  users 
and  outside  users! 

Maya  De,  the  Library  Director  has  been  the  only  profes- 
sional Librarian  in  the  JCH  Library  since  June,  1993.  The 
work  shared  by  the  former  Director  and  Maya  De  is  done 
by  Maya  alone.  Along  with  her  administrative  responsibil- 
ities like  planning,  programming,  budgeting,  supervising, 
etc.  literature  searches  for  MRC  counselors  has  been  one 
of  her  primary  concerns.  But  with  a  changed  situation, 
response  time  must  be  a  little  bit  longer.  Please  plan 
ahead  and  send  in  your  literature  search  requests  to  Maya 
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directly  by  mail,  fax  (617-727-1354),  e-mail  or  internet 
address:  mde@world.std.com  In  the  information  age, 
telephone  seems  to  be  slower  than  other  modes  of 
communication.  Minimum  turnaround  time  for  a  litera- 
ture search  is  3-4  weeks.  Please  indicate  the  date  in- 
formation is  needed  by. 
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Maya  De,  the  Library  Director  was  recently  invited  to 
Washington,  D.C.  for  an  assignment  by  the  Department 
of  Education  related  to  Rehabilitation  Research. 

The  Library  Director  also  learned  recently  that  the  Ency- 
clopedia of  Disability  and  Rehabilitation  will  be  published 
by  the  fall  of  1995.  A  long  wait  by  rehab,  specialists,  li- 
brary and  information  specialists  and  consumers  is  com- 
ing to  an  end.  The  idea  was  first  conceived  by  the  present 
Library  Director  in  1987.  Many  people  participated  in  the 
project.  It  started  with  the  leadership  of  the  former  Library 
Director,  June  C.  Holt,  with  the  support  of  Commissioner 
Elmer  Bartels  and  an  advisory  committee  of  rehab,  spe- 
cialists and  consumers  who  discussed  the  feasibility  of  the 
plan.  Once  the  need  was  established,  conceptualization 
of  the  content  and  format  began.  Both  Librarians  partici- 
pated in  the  advisory  committee's  work.  In  1 989  when  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Disability  and  Rehabilitation  took  a  more 
definite  shape,  Dr.  Arthur  Dell  Orto,  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Rehabilitation  Counseling,  Sargent  College, 
Boston  University,  was  contacted  for  the  editorship  of  the 
encyclopedia.  He  graciously  took  on  the  project.  An 
enormous  amount  of  work  went  into  this  project  which  re- 
ceived extraordinary  support  from  many  of  the  stalwarts 
in  the  rehab,  profession  and  the  staff  at  MacMillan  Refer- 
ence. Thanks  to  Arthur  Dell  Orto,  Commissioner  Elmer 
Bartels,  advisory  committee  members  and  the  Library  Di- 
rectors, an  idea  has  become  a  reality!

GUIDELINES  FOR  CONTRIBUTORS 


The  Vocational  Evaluation  and  Work  Adjustment  Bulletin  is  published  quarterly  in 
order  to  provide  practitioners,  consumers,  and  educators  with  an  understanding  of 
information  in  vocational  assessment  and  therapeutic  adjustment  services.  The  Bulletin 
concentrates  mostly  upon  the  methodology,  program  innovations,  and  instrumentation 
development  within  the  areas  of  vocational  evaluation  and  work  ad|ustment 

Potential  authors  should  not  hesitate  to  submit  an  article  on  the  grounds  that  they  do 
not  know  how  to  write  for  formal  publications.  The  content  of  an  article  is  much  more 
important  than  writing  style.  Editorial  assistance  will  be  provided  to  clarify  and  correct 
inconsistencies  in  style  which  could  lead  to  misinterpretation  by  the  readership.  However, 
the  content  should  be  well  organized  so  that  the  development  of  ideas  is  logical  and  the 
suggested  conclusions  are  clear.  Vocabulary  should  be  simple  and  non-technical,  except 
when  technical  language  is  essential  to  explain  the  topic  at  hand 

All  manuscripts  must  be  typewritten  and  double-spaced,  with  margins  of  not  less  than 
one  inch.  The  title  of  the  manuscript  should  be  at  the  top  of  the  first  page,  with  the  name 
of  the  author  or  authors  immediately  beneath  the  title  Four  copies  of  the  manuscript  and 
four  copies  of  its  abstract  (approximately  150  words)  should  be  submitted,  along  with  a 
brief  statement  of  the  author's  name  and  address,  organizational  affiliation,  degrees 
received,  pertinent  experience,  and  general  interest  in  the  field  of  vocational  evaluation  or 
adjustment  services. 

Authors  should  follow  the  reference  style  used  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  which 
closely  follows  practices  suggested  in  the  Publication  Manual  of  the  American  Psycho- 
logical Association  This  manual  may  be  purchased,  for  approximately  $20.00  per  copy, 
from  the  American  Psychological  Association,  1300  17th  Street  N  W.,  Washington  D  C 


20036.  Footnotes  should  be  avoided  when  possible  and  should  be  used  only  to  further 
explain  the  text  of  the  article  The  origin  of  ideas  should  be  acknowledged  by  including 
their  source  in  the  references 

Manuscripts  should  be  submitted  directly  to:  Ron  Spitznagel.  University  of  Florida, 
Dept  of  Rehabilitation  Counseling,  Box  100175,  Health  Science  Center,  Gainesville,  FL 
32610-0175  Manuscripts  will  be  acknowledged  upon  receipt  Following  a  preliminary 
review  by  the  editors,  they  will  be  sent  to  three  members  of  the  editorial  board  or  selected 
guest  reviewers. 

Upon  review  bv  the  editor  and  the  editorial  board,  manuscripts  will  be  either  accepted, 
rejected,  or  returned  to  the  author  for  suggested  revision  Approximately  two  or  three 
months  may  elapse  between  the  acknowledgment  of  receipt  of  a  manuscript  and  notifica-
